Study  Grants 
Established 
For  Students 

Scholarships  ranging  in  value 
from  $175  to  $675  are  being  giv- 
en to  thirty  students  in  graduate 
work  for  further  study  at  Brig- 
ham Young  University.  The  aca- 
demic year  covered  by  the  schol- 
arships includes  autumn,  winter 
and  spring  quarters.  They  do  not 
apply  to  summer  school  or  ex- 
tension work. 

This  is  the  first  year  such  aid 
has  been  awarded  to  graduate 
students.  The  Board  of  Trustees 
recently  appropriated  the  sums 
for  future  budgets. 

General  requirements  are  that 
a person  must  be  carrying  a full 
academic  load,  cannot  do  outside 
work,  and  must  be  a candidate 
for  a master’s  degree.  Some  of 
the  winners  are  seniors  who  will 
graduate  from  BYU,  June  7. 
Others  received  their  B.S.  de- 
grees from  nearby  universities. 

Awards  were  divided  into 
three  classes.  They  are:  Class 
one,  free  tuition;  class  two,  free 
tuition  plus  $3Q0;  class  three, 
free  tuition  plus  $500.  Students 
with  highest  grade  point  avar- 
ages  receive  the  highest  scholar- 
ships. 

In  determining  the  recipients, 
grade  point  average  for  the  stu- 
dents’ entire  college  courses  was 
the  sole  determinant.  Major 
fields  were  not  taken  into  con- 
sideration; however,  Dr.  Chris- 
ten Jensen  stated  that  at  some 
future  time  it  may  be  necessary 
to  distribute  scholarships  to  cov- 
er all  major  fields.

To  be  administered  by  the  In- 
stitute’s United  States  Student 
Department,  the  fellowships  *hre 
in  keeping  wih  the  Institute’s 
increased  emphasis  on  Italo- 
American  exchange.  Last  Octo- 
ber it  established  a committee  of 
advisers  on  exchange  with  Italy. 
The  Institute  is  now  seeking  to 
raise  a $100,000  Italian  fund,  half 
in  dollars,  half  in  lire. 

Each  Italian  Government  grant 
bears  a stipend  of  600,000  lire 
(approximately  $970).  Free  tui- 
tion will  be  given  at  a school  or 
university  for  an  entire  academic 
year.  Candidates  in  the  musical 
field  will  be  given  extra  funds 
for  private  lessons.  A small  sti- 
pend is  also  provided  for  travel 
inside  Italy. 

Candidates  must  be  U.  S.  citi- 
zens, preferably  under  35  years 
of  age.  Preference  will  be  given 
to  candidates  who  apply  from 
the  U.  S.  and  have  not  had  pre- 
vious study  in  Italy.  Applicants 
must  have  a master’s  degree  or 
the  equivalent  in  advanced  work. 
They  must  submit  a project  for 
advanced  study  or  research  and 
must  demonstrate  capacity  for 
independent  study. 

Although  a knowledge  of  Ital- 
ian is  not  required  at  the  time 
of  application,  successful  candi- 
dates are  required  to  learn  some 
Italian  before  taking  up  their  fel- 
lowships. Free  tuition  will  be 
giveii  fellows  who  wish  to  attend 
the  summer  orientation  course, 
held  especially  for  foreigners,  at 
the  University  of  Perugia.

The  necessary  steps  for  taking 
advantage  of  G .1.  Bill  benefits 
by  veterans  planning  to  attend 
BYU  summer  school  were  an- 
nounced by  Vila  Olsen,  veteran 
coordinator  at  Brigham  Young 
University. 

Miss  Olsen  reminded  veterans 
of  World  War  II  and  those  seek- 
ing Korean  benefits  of  some  of 
the  important  dates  pertaining 
to  their  eligibility. 

World  War  II  veterans  who 
are  now  teaching  school  and 
plan  to  continue  their  schooling 
under  Public  Law  No.  346  must 
have  a letter  from  their  principal 
or  school  superintendent  giving 
the  beginning  and  ending  dates 
of  last  year’s  teaching  assign- 
ment. These  teachers,  she  point- 
ed q^it,  will  be  required  to  take 
six  hours  per  term  during  the 
summer  school  session. 

Korean  veterans  who  want  to 
make  use  of  these  benefits,  Miss 
Olsen  added,  will  have  to  begin 
school  before  Aug.  20,  1954,  or 
within  two  years  of  the  date  of 
their  discharge,  which  ever  date 
is  later. 

Those  students  who  plan  to 
transfer  to  BYU  from  another 
university  must  obtain  a certifi- 
cate of  transfer  from  the  last 
school  they  attended,  she  pointed 
out.
